planning to make the life of Ihc army of harvesters more com- 
fortable in some respects this year than il lias been in past 
seasons.

This is a step in Ihe right direction. 
All are familiar with 


die way in which the army of wheat harvesters moves I rum 
south to norlh during the harvest season. 
Beginning in the 


southern part of the wheal bell, where the crop ripens earliest, 
the workers sweep northward until'Ihe harvest is completed, 
their movement corresponding lo Ihc ripening of Ihe crop in 
the different sections. 
II is a good arrangement, supplying 


help when and where it is needed, and is mutually beneficial 
to the harvesters and the farmers. 


These (raveling workers have always been well fed. Farm- 


ers, east or west, do not ask hungry men lo work for (hem. 
The harvesting army is nmtc up of men from all parts of the 
West, among them being men from Ihe ciiies who can earn 
bigger pay than they can at their regular employment and 
haVe a'healthful country outing al Ihe same lime. 
Eastern 


people have no idea of Ihe rush and whir in the western wheat 
liclds during the harvest time. 


Bul while the sturdy workers have never lacked good food 


and plenty of it, the question of lodging was a'liolher mailer, 
and in many instances il has been necessary for hundreds of 
(hem to sleep in the open. This could be endured in pleasant 
weather, but there have been times when il was a hardship. H 
is to mcel this condition dial action is being taken, and, ac- 
cording to anno.uiicemcnl, Ihe harvesters will be well shcl- 
lercd (his year. 


Jusl how Ibis is lo be done is not known here, bul il is to 


be presumed it will be done by the use of (cuts, which would 
seem to be the most simple and practical way. 
There is no 


reason why tenting facililics cannot be provided and moved 
with the army of laborers as they sweep from south lo north 
over Ihe vast wheat fields. In this way Ihc men can be made 
comfortable and their health protected, and a valuable precc- 
denl will be established by Ihe harvest season of 1920. 


It is said that in some places Ihe plan provides for evening 


eiilertainmenls for the'men. -This may be all righl if practical i 
and nol loo expensive, bul it is not strictly necessary. Most 
inui have no particular longing for enlcrlainmcnl afie'r a day! 
in Ihe harvest lick] beyond thai which is a Horded by a good, 
pijv. 
However, if somelhing of lliis kind can be introduced 


•H'ilhoul detriment (o the army's "morale," well and good. 


The chief thing is lo sec thai the workers are properly cared 


for, by niglil as well as by day, and that this is lo be attempted' 
is good news. 
Conditions of employment are one of the 


prime elements in (he labor world loday and il is proper thai 
he men who reap (he golden harvests should be made as 
nappy, comfortable and contented as possible while perform- 
ing • heir arduous labors. 


This news from Ihe West is more cheering than accounts of 


tornadoes, lires and Hoods. 
L:verylhing is\>n a big scale in 


Ihe western country, and it is lo be expected (bat this step will 
prove both agreeable and benelicial lo all concerned.
